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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the recitation of 
"patent literature" (paragraph [0006] for example) is informal and these recitations should be 
replaced by citation of the particular reference being referred to.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US D528573 S 
(Aoki et al). The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based 
upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identicaUy disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either of 
Mizuno et ar954 or Kodama et ar504 in view of German'751. Each of Mizuno et ar954 or 
Kodama et ar504 teach in their respective figures for example, containers for the handling of 
molten metal with pressure assisted dispensing showing all aspects of the above claims except 
the provision of a first lid which opens through rotating in a horizontal direction (each of Mizuno 
et ar954 or Kodama et ar504 teach rotation in a vertical direction). German'751 teaches that 
providing a lid which opens by rotation in a horizontal direction as a lid on a pressurized molten 
metal container was known in the art at the time the invention was made and that such an 
opening would improved overall operation of the container. Because improved operation would 
also Be desirable in the containers taught by each of Mizuno et ar954 or Kodama et ar504, 
motivation to employ the horizontally rotating lid taught by German '75 1 as the lids required by 
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each of Mizuno et ar954 or Kodama et ar504, would have been a modification obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made.
